When done mixing I shoveled 
all into the wagon and drove to the field and 
went to work sowing, taking as much im my 
dand at a time as my 1¥pd would hold of the 
sawdust and blue grass seed and spread ft 
dike sowing oats by hand. aiming to put two 
' ushels of seed to the acre, or at least a 
ushel and a half to the acre. 

The advantage of using sawdust over dirt 
.o mix with is, first, it is much lighter to 
carry, and the sawdust being about the same 
buoyancy as the blue grass seed, the seed 
sould stick to the sawdust, which gave a bet 
ter spread of the seed. The objection to sow- 
ing dirt besides the weight was that when 
} you throw your handful out to spread it, the 
dirt, being much beavier than the blue grass 
| sed would spread off by itself and uot carry 

the seed along with it. 

Should vou not get the amount of seed you 


desire to put on an acre the first time of sow- 
ing you cun easily go over the ground a see 
ond time by going cross ways of the way you 
went first. The amount of sawdust you use 
is not particular, but to begin with, as an ex- 
Perunent, | would advise to take three bushels 
of sawdust and inix twenty-one pounds of 
blue grass seed with it, then measure off an 
Acre as near as you can, and try how evenly 
you can spread the three bushels of sawdust 
amd twenty-one pounds of Line grass seed on 
that acre. Ey the time you have done this 
you have karned about how to proportien 
your sad and sawdust, 80 as to give you as 
even spread on the ficid you want to ew.—

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New Tanning Substance from Coal. 


A new extract of coal is being intro 
duced in Germany for industrial purposes, 
especially for tanning leather and disin- 
fection gencrally, to which the name 
“pyrofuxin’ is given by the discoverer, 
Profesor Paulus Reinsch, of Erlangen, 
Bavaria. Unlike the generality of such 
compounds, this new material is not a 
derivative of coal tar, or of any of the 
‘distillates of coal, but is obtained directly 
from cenl itself. Pit er bituminous coal 
centains most of it, and is prepared by 
being broken into nuts. The crude pyro- 
fuxin is extracted by repeated boilings in 
a solution of caustic soda. The pyrofuxin 


stand for a time. It is then poured off | 


aud a carbonic acid gas is passed through 
it. The resultant liquor has a specific 
gravity of 1.025 to 1.030, and hoids from 
ten to fifteen grammes of pyrofnxin to the 
liter. ; 

In its purified form the compound is a 
fine, non-triturable substance, without 
taste or smell, non-poisonous and in ap- 
pearance like catechu. Some Russian 
coal contains 18 per cent. of pyrofuxin. 
After the extraction of this material the 
coal remains combustible. It is described 
as being one of the most powerful and effec- 
tive antiseptics known to science. On this 
account it is expected to be most valuable 
for tanning, as being twenty-eight times 
quicker in action than bark and produc- 
ing a better result at decreased cost. It 
will be soon enough to give credence to 
this alleged leather tanning agent when 
specimens of good leather are prodaced.— 
Scientific Amerivan.

When the question of opening the New 
York mus-ums to the public on Sundays was 
first proposed it had many less adherents than 
ithas now. At that time—several years ago 
—even those citizens inclined to liberalism felt 
very delicate about handling the Sun- 
day question. It was an untried and 
seemingly dangerous experiment, a com- 
plete change from old customs, opposed 
to old laws and old sentiments. Since 
then, however, the public bas eitber 
grown a long way toward the Sunday open- 
ing or it has grown nearer to them. Perhaps 
its progress was helped along by the success 
which met the introduction of music into 
Central park on Sundays. This is now an 
established Sunday amusement, and a de- 
corous one withal. “Sunday,” say those who 
favor Sunday opening, “is the laboring 
man’s day. Art and music ere educators: 
noe ouly educators, but apostles and? makers 
of proselytes. There isno way during the 
week when these two, manand art, can reach 
one another. Yet they should and must 
come together.” On the other hand it is 
held that the proposed innovation will tend 
to greatly ineresse the desecration of the 
Sabbath, which the opponents of the plan 
bold is already too generalin New York. 

The Metiopolitan Museum is almost free— 
that is, an admission fee of twenty-five cents 
is charge|on Mondays and Tuesdays, while the 
four folowing days no charge is made. It is 
situated in one of the aiost Leautiiul parts of 
Central park, almost directly opposite the 
Obelisk, that Egyptian monolith that cost 
one of the Vanderbilts $100,000 to bring to 
this country. The Museum building is of red 
brick, with white marble trimmings It does 
not present at all a handsome eppearance, the 
style of architecture being unimpressive, and 
the marble trimmings are stained with the 
lapse of years The building, however, 
is not yet finished, as a new wing is 
to be added on the side shown in 
the picture. The basement floor contains 
@ collection of Jaces, tapestries, etc., calcu- 
lated to attract and bold the admiring eyes of 
lady visitors. There is also on this floor a 
niost interesting exhibition of Mezican and 
Indian art, On the first floor the stataary 
finds roun.. Handsome cases, containing col- 
lections of rare old glass and silver ware, are 
ranged around the room, and at one end are 
anumber of Indian tombs and idols. The 
actors’ monument to Edgar Allan Poe is at 
the main entrance to the floor.
